Mr. Sadat was uncompromising 
im his insistence that a durabie 
peace settlement must entail Is- 
Tael’s withdrawal from 8} uc- 
cupled Arab territory and the 
restoration of the rights of the 
Palestinians, including their right 
to return. But he tacitly acknow} 
edged Israel's concern about safe 
borders by equating security with 
peace. 

The Egyptian Jeader said that 
he differed with the deputies 
whor he met today in the Knes- 
Sel (parliament) about what 
security meant. “But in principle, 
1 agree that it should be our slo- 
gan—security for you and security 
for us, negotiated, agreed upon 
without interference from any 
other side," My, Sadat sald.

Mrs. Gandhi Refuses to Appear at Inquiry

NEW DELHI, Nov. 21 (NYT). — 
Former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi today refosed to appear

during 1975 and last year. 

The statement was read on her 
bshalf in a crowded and well- 
guarded hearing room in a grand 
old building that used to be a 
mehersjah’s palace. Because Mrs. 
Gandhi had not told the author- 
ities whether she was coming or 
not, scares of policemen had been 
posted outside. ‘The nearby streets 
were closed to automobile traffic 
as crowds gathered to shout slo- 
gans for and against the 60-year-

HOUSTON, Nov. 21 (AP).—The

Betty Friedan, considered the 
mother of the modern feminist 
movi it, said that she had been 
wrong in crusading to keep les- 
bians out of the movement. 

“This issue has been used to 
divide us too much,” she said.

AS someone who grew up in 
Peoria, as someone who perhaps 
has Joved men too well, I have 
hed tronble with this issue.”

4n outspoken critic of the 
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End to Ulster Political Violence a Possibility

BELFAST (N¥T).—Almost ev- 
eryday brings new evidence of 
Ὁ return to normal life in scared, 
Weary Northern Ireland.

But while violence is gradual- 
ly declining, political dissatisfac- 
tion is growing. Politically inter. 
ested persons on both sides, Cath- 
clic and Protestant, are increas- 
ingly frustrated by the stalemate 
that keeps the province control- 
led by London and denies all 
but perfunctory power to local 
People. 

The dissatisfaction is more in- 
tense among Catholics because 
they say they see signs of what 
could become a drift back toward 
domination by the two-thirds 
Protestant majority. 

To block such 2 drift, the 
Catholic minority and the Cath- 
olic-dominated government of 
the Irish Republic to the south 
have increaied pressure on the 
British govezninent to force the 
North's Protesia:ts into come 
form of power-sharing with the 
Cathalics, 


The British are prepering for 
& Dew round of interparty talks 
in Northern Ireland, perhaps 
Bartly in response to that pres- 
sure, The negotiators reported- 
ly will consider an interim step 
toward restoring the provincia! 
government, maybe the establish- 
ment of a council with limited 
administrative powers but no 
legislative function. All sides 
are skeptical at this paint. 
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The Catholics are also fearful 
om another front. Much of the 
Teligious discrimination that 
sparked the 1969 civil-rights 
movement has been abolished, 
but they fear that their gains 
may be eroded by what they see 
as a sinister transfer of law- 
enforcement power. 

As violence has diminished, the 
British Arme has been steadily 
shifting resporusibility for security 
to the local police, known as the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary. Some 
responsibility also has been as- 
sumed by a part-time civilian 
corps known as the Ulster De- 
fense Regiment. 

Both the police and the UDR 
are overw ily Protestant. 
Catholics say the UDR has been 
infiltrated by terrorists from 
Protestant paramilitary organiza- 
tions. 

Bren 28 moderate a Catholic 
leader as John Hume, the deputy 
leader of the predominantly 
Cathoiis Social Democratic and 
Labor party, calls the shift in 
policing power “Ulsteritation.” 
Among Catholics, that is a term 
of opprobrium: It signifies Prot- 
estant control. 

“There is a traditional anti- 
pathy to the RUC im the Cath- 
olic community,” Mr. Hume said 
of the constabulary in a recent 
interview at Londonderry. “Polic- 
ing can be effective only when 
there is agreement on how the 
State is to be rum” 

The uneasiness over the new 
policing atrangement is a mea- 
sure of the continuing disaffec- 
tion among the Catholic minar- 
ity in this section of the island. 
Many Catholics on both sides of 
the border still hope for the 
eventual reunification of the 
North with the republic-—a solu- 
tion that would horrify Northern 
Frotestents, who would then be 
outnumbered by Catholics. 

Continuing Eule 

The solidity of the conviction 
of both sides and the mutual 
fear of submitting to a govern- 


ment controlled by the opposi- © 


tion leads same observers to ad- 
vocate an indefinite continuation 
of direct rule by Britain. 

One such observer is Sen. Conor 
Cruise O'Brien of Dublin, a long- 
time scholar and politician who 
has written extensively on the 
Irish question. He said in 2 
speech in London recently that 
continued direct rule was “the 
nearest thing to a satisfactory 
solution which is available in our 
time.” 

He said the Protestants found 
it tolerable because it maintained 
the tle to Britain that they want 
and the Catholics found it toler- 
able because it prevented Prot- 
estant damination in the province. 

The reduction in violence has 
led to renewed speculation, mainly 
abroad, that the British are get- 
ting ready to withdraw from 
Northern Ireland. Roy Mason, 
the British secretary of state for 
Northern Ireland, might have 
fueled that speculation. He made 
a cheerful speech on the improved 
security and said that if it cou- 
tinued he might send more British 
troops back to England. 


The troop level has been period- 
jealy reduced since 1972, when 
there were 21,266 soldiers in the 
province. There are now 14,000, 

There 15 virtually no feeling 
here that any of this signals a 
British intention to withdrew. 
British officials are quite firm on 
the point and 1068] politicians say 
they belleve them.

Only the innocent and the cynical deny 
the value of ceremony, because the formality 
of manners suppresses tne reality of. selfish- 
ness. Where pain has destroyed Innocence 
and where hope survives cynicism, as in the 
Middle Fast today, the traditions of civility 
embody wisdom itself. 

Do not let go, therefore, of the images that 
television conveyed so dramatically yet fleet- 
ingly. The handshakes, the anthems, the 
saluting cannon and bugles, the prayers, 
the wreaths, the applauding assemblles— 
their denial has spilled as much blood as 
the denial of land. For the moment, they 
say more than words. President Sadat went 
to Jerusalem to demonstrate, and no longer 
merely to state, that the accepts Israel as a 
nation and δὰ ἃ neighbor. The Israelis re- 
ceived him in a manner caleulated to demon- 
strate what words cannot yet express, that 
they are beginning to accept the fact of their 
acceptance. “At such a moment, there is 
no need to dwell on the continuing conflicts 
of language. Mr. Sadat did not journey to 
Jerusalem over a distance of light-years to 
refuse negotiation over 2 single inch, as he 
put it, of territory. Mr. Begin did not incur 
the diplomatic debts of the Egyptian ges- 
ture or the military risk of its failure merely 
to reassert an etermal connection of Jews, 
as he put it, with every hill they now occupy. 

The operative words of Sunday's speeches 


in the Knesset were not substantive but pro- 
eedural. This new opportunity for overcom- 
ing the hatred of generations will nob recur 
and history will curse those who lose it, 
Mr. Sadat declared. The disagreements and 
dangers lurking behind the weekend’s drama 
were clear to all from the start and whoever 
refuses open-ended negotiations assumes 8 
fateful responsiblity, Mr. Begin replied. The 
problem now, for the United States as well 
as the parties more directly involved, is to 
create the forums in which the negotiations 
and the gestures can continue. Only the 
boldest imagination could have foretold that 
the path to negotiation would pass through 
the Knesset before it ever reached Geneva. 
If the Sadat-Begin conversations now point 
in still other directions, they deserve to be 
encouraged. If they fail to translate gesture 


into bargaining process, the parties wil] need . 


innovative assistance. And if the Soviet 
Union vannot bring itself to respect the 
‘Promise of this encounter, it will need to be 
locked from mischievous obstruction. 
Peace in the Middle East turns on ques- 
tions of sovereignty and security, which 
exist as much in the. mind as on the ground.

If you believe there is any hope for some 
breakthrough to end the 30-year conflict in 
the Middle Bast, what more could you have 
expected Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Bezin to say in his interview carried Sunday 
night on U.S. television, and with Egypt's 
President Anwar Sadat at his side? Nothing 
more, in our view, despite the inclination to 
look for “agreements” and to worry shout 
@ “let down” and “deflated" expectations. 
As Mr. Sadat said, “People will try to ptc- 
ture the mhole thing as deflated." But our 
Sense of it is that the extraordinary coming 
together of the President of Egypt and the 
Prime Minister of Israel in Jerusalem, at the 
Enesset and in their private talks, measur- 
ably inflates the prospect of real progress 
toward a Middle East settlement. They have 
agreed, both men indicated, on a way to 
proceed, which will include the other Arab 
states and U.S. diplomacy as well. And that 
4s a5 much as vould be expected. 

The speeches in the Knesset cculd not 
have been anything other than starting 
points for the bargaining to come. They did 
not offer even the promise of a settlement 
or a peace treaty. But, uttered as they were 
in the context of the new psychology created 
by the Sadat visit, they marked the begin- 
ning of a deeper and more promising nego- 
Wating process. 

Mr. Sadat, offering Israel acceptance in 
the region, made the standard Arab demand 
for a return of 811 territory lost in 1967 and 
Geclared this matter nonnegotiable. In in- 
terestingly general terms, he also called for 
Palestinian self-determination. Mr. Begin 


declared in response that “everything” was 
negotiable and appealed for direct negotia- 
tions with: Israel's other Arab neighbors and 
with “legitimate spokesmen” of Palestinian 
Arabs. And, unilaterally, he declared open 
Israel's Egyptian border. Each leader pro- 
jected a dignity and a sense of history and, 
perhaps most important, a respect for the 
other's political circumstances befitting the 
uniqueness of the occasion. 

It makes no sense to hold the two speeches 
up to the light, so to speak, looking for de- 
tailed points of agreement or disagreement, 
as though on the texts themselves falls the 
burden of establishing whether the mission 
“succeeded” or “failed.” The texts are only 
indicative. Their significance lies iess in 
content than in context: They are messages 
exchanged by two men who, we believe, are 
genuinely determined to exploit this unex- 
pected turn in their region's tormented his- 
tory. They are the words of two men who 
realize that, having gone this far, they can 
‘go back only at an unbearable cost to the 
welfare of thelr nations and to the common 
peace.

It is not by one visit, or even a reciprocal 
Begin visit, that the results of this new era 
will unfold. It is by the slow cumulative 
growth of a mutual respect and trust—a 
growth that can make possible steps and 
formulas scarcely conceivable before. We 
are curious as anyone to see what the next 
step will be. By what.actual process will 
this initiative be sustained? Assuming the 
Israelis can give real momentum to negotla- 
tions, will the opposition to Mr. Sadat in 
the Arab world deter him from continuing 
his quest? And so on. It is foolish to ex- 
pect the answers all at once and now. The 
answers will come, if they come at all, only 
as time ripens the relationship newly begun 
in Jerusalem.

He was anxious to 
appeal to an audience in the United States 
that can strongly influence Israeli policy. 


All those explanations are no doubt true; it 
is equally true, though, that his almost un- 
thinkable act of addressing the Knesset has 
given the politics of the Middle East an en- 
tirely new pivot around which to turn. That 
would have been tne case wnatever ne nad 
chosen to say. But the speech itself was 
masterly. He did not, whatever his critics 
might say, betray a single Arab position that 
hed not already teen lost Sy Israel's very 
existence. He did not derogate by a word 
from the full demand for a restoration of 
Arab lands or from the rights, repeatedly 
asserted, of the Palestinians. There can be 
no argument, he told the Knesset, on either 
score. Yet to coupie these requirements of 
peace with the language of peace is, if not 
u Striking new turn in Arab methodology, 
at least a method of approach of which Is- 
Taelis have heard little and never before 
from an Arab spokesman in their midst.
